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Debate on the Esquimait and Na- 
iiaimo Railway in tho 
Senate. 

..Hon. Mr. Soofct moved the second 
raadiug of the bill to autliorizo tho 

" o instruction of a railway from Esqui- 
maltto Nanaimo, in British Columbia. 
He said that owing to the failure to 
carry out the terms of Union with Brit- 
ish Columbia, it became necessary to 

I enter into negotiations with her. in 
order to a bettor understanding, and 
to the relief of Canada from the very 
stringent terms of tho Union. Con- 
sequent^, Mr. Edgar visited that Pro- 
vince last spring, with a view to con- 
ciliating the people, and ascertaining 
their feelings iu reforenco to oxten- 

, eion of the time for carrying out the 
terms, or building the Pacific Kail-tray. 
It was then suggested, among other 
things, that tho Grovernniont of Can- 
Ada Biiould build a railroad on Van- 
couver Island; that was conceded 
rather through tho intolerance of tho 
Imperird Government, who thought it 
w»8a concession that might fauly be 
made, and it was in accordance with 
the desire of the Dominion, to create 
a state of good feeling in British Col- 
umbia. We had been obliged to ex- 
tend very considerably the time of tho 
completion of tho railway. This is- 
land road was to bo built under terms 
similar to those of tho bill authorizing 
'the construction of tho Canadian Pa 
ciSc Bail way, 20,000 acres and $10,- 
600 a mile would be given for its con 
♦jtruction, and a further sum of four 
per cent, on the amount stated in the 
tender. In consequence of Govern- 
ment hiving undertaken to loose no 
time in the construction of this work 
it was impossible to complete tho sur 
veys and have tho contracts prepared 
at the meeting of Parliament. Gov- 
ernment, therefore, asked authority to 
accept tenders and give out the work 
after Parliament rose. There was, 
however, a provision in the bill, that 

' if the work was not undertaking be- 
iore the next year, tho contracts would 
be submitted to the Houso. 

Hon. Mr. Aikins give his explana- 
tion of the causes of the trouble with 
British Columbia, namely, the failure 
to carry out tho bargain made at tho 
Union, and the undertakings of tho 
Government's own bill of last year. 
If they had only acted in accordance 
with that statute, the British Colum- 
bians would have boon satisfied. By 
the provisions of tho present bill, not 
only was tbo Canadian Pacific to bo 
built, but, in order to allay the dis- 
content in British Columbia, in con- 
sequence of the Government not im- 
plementing thoir bargain with it, th«y 
now proposed to build sixty-five milos 
of railway on that Island. If this 
formed any part of the Canadian Paci- 
fic liailroad, ho for one would not ob- 
ject to tho bill, but it was not so un- 
derstood. If it did, there would be 
110 necessity for Government to sub- 
mit this bill. The Government un- 
dertakings already were very largo: 
tho Georgian Bay branch wan to cost 
$2,3000,000 in cash; then wo had to 
■pond two to two-and-a-half millions a 
year on tho Pacific Railway proper, 
and, in addition to all this, sixty-fivo 
miles on Vancouver Island had to bo 
construct od almost immediately. This 
local work wou.'d cost anothor two- 
and-a-half millions, which was a largo 
price to pay for a relaxation of the 
terma of Union. Ho was prepared to 
implement this arrangement with 
British Columbia under tho circum- 
stances. Govornment had no right to 
assume an obligation of this kind and 
pledge tho faith of tho country to tho 
measure. Ho presumed British Col- 
umbia did not expect this undertaking 
■would be carried out, unloss sanction- 
ed by Parliament. Ho moved in 

. nmor.dmont that the bill bo read a soc- 
ond time this day six mouths. 

Hon. 9£tk Carrall said, as one of tho 
negotiators of tho first treaty with Ca- 
nada, ho understood it to mean that 
the JDominion should commence tho 
Burvey, locate tho lino and construct 
the Pacific Itailway as soon as was 
compatible with its recources, but in 
ordor that the clause should not bo 
too vague, wo put in a term of years. 
If tho olauso meant anything it was 
that Canada^ihould bo ma'de tho por- 
tage between tho Occident and tho 
Orient — it devised a groat scheme, too 
Tiig for tho present Government to 
ewallow. Our ideas were not tho ob- 
joots of British Columbia only, but 
those of tho whole Empiro. They 
wer« largo ideas, and the true spirit Of 



that engagement being respected, thero 
never would have beon any reason for 
a cry of relaxation of the terms. Tho 
Government had treated British Col- 
umbia very curtly, if not discourte- 
ously, in recalling Mr. Edgar tho mo- 
ment his authority to treat was called 
for, their conduct showing a lack of 
sincerity. The result or, as tho min- 
ers would say, the "wash-up" of tho 
whole was a new treaty between Lord 
Carnarvon, "Walkoni and Mackenzie 
which was acceptable to our people. 
Tho speaker wont on to say that, al- 
though as a British Columbian, he 
was compelled to accept and work for 
the bill, yet he regarded as absurd 
and almost approaching criminality, 
300 gentlemen sitting in Parliament 
and frittering away, on branch roads, 
to connect rivers frozen six months of 
tho year with Canada, on portages, 
etc., the moans of the country. Could 
the Georgian Bay railway over com- 
pete with tho existing linos? The 
blame of theso expensivo works had 
been thrown on British Columbia, 
which had boon treated as too troublo- 
somo and expensive a legacy — as if 
she alone needed this railway and not 
Canada also. While members oppos- 
ed the trans-Continental as too expen- 
sivo, they voted for three branch rail- 
way not portions of the main line. 
This conduct was not logical; thair 
reasoning was not clear and conclu- 
sive. Though a railway at Nipiasing 
might give us ice in summer from fro- 
zen northern rivers and lakes was pos- 
sible, but that it would make a na- 
tion he could not see. (Laughter.) 
Having ontered his protest, emphati- 
cally and solemnly against the rail- 
way policy of tho present Govern- 
ment, which he was sure would re- 
coil on thoir heads, he would say that 
British Columbians had accepted tho 
last convention in tho full conviction 
that the powers that he had not the 
inclination or intention to construct 
tho Trans-Continental Railway, seem- 
ing to say to themselves — if there is 
to be universal choas, wo will go in 
for looting like the rest of them. (Hear, 
and renewed laughter.) He believed 
in British Columbia thero was a want 
of confidence in Canada, based upon 
the utterances of the hon. gentlemen 
on tho Ministerial side, — a suspicion 
that they would" never oven attempt 
to construct the Pacific Railway, in 
which beliof he was, unwillingly, a 
sharor. Thereforo, under the altered 
conditions, he accepted this compro- 
mise, but solemnly convinced theso 
Gf> miles would never be travelled as 
part of the Trans-Continental Rail- 
way. The Canadian Government hud 
got the bcttsr of our people gin this 
treaty, after many complaints of Bri- 
tish Columbia having got the better of 
them in tho old one, but, for tho 
poaco, good order and welfare of the 
whole country, he thought it hia duty 
to help tho Government in carrying 
out the present. Every member should 
support Government in constructing 
this line. Tho gentlemen who sup- 
ported the larger schemo ought to fa- 
vour this bill. 

Hen. Mr. Diekey said tho hon. 
gentleman had furnished many argu- 
ments for opposing this bill, and ho 
quite agreed with him in condemning 
tho frittering away of our resources on 
branch railroads, not a portion of the 
trunk-line. Tho ground of a treaty 
was tho only 0110 possible Upon which 
this bill could be defended. This 
railway wan already a local lino. Lord 
Carnarvon's despatch of the 11 th of 
Noveraber stipulated that two millions 
a year should bo tho minimum spent 
on tho Pacific Railway by Canada 
"from the time at which tho surveys 
aro sufficiently completed." The gov- 
ernment, certainly, had given us no 
intimation of the arrival of that period. 
The expenditure of those two millions, 
therefore, could not bo begun till tbo 
surveys wero completed. 

Hon. Mr. Scott said tho two millions 
on tho mainland woro entirely over 
and beyond tho Island obligation. 

Hon. Mr. Di«koy did not think that 
Yiow corroct. He apprehended wo 
should take this as the whole expendi- 
ture talked of in connection with tboge 
railway words. Ha maintained this 
was not a treaty, as tho Chief Com- 
missioner of tho British Columbia 
Govornment (Mr. Boaven) stated in 
the Legislature on tho 10th March 
last, on tho occasion of Mr. Walkem 
layiig on tho table the report of his 
mission to England, in reply to a 
member, "Now, if hon. members will 
road tho roports they will find that no 
arbitration or logislation took plaoe 
upon them, and that tho old terms 
(with Canada) remain intact," Ho 
made use of these words again, "Al- 
though the British Columbia Govern- 
ment had preserved tho terms intact." 
That was the view of the British 
Columbians, of what was called a new 
treaty. Under theso circumstances, 
ho did not ueo how this government 
wero justified in putting this heavy 
oxponso on the Dominion for what his 
hon. friend (Dr. Carrall) had truly 
called a local work. Nor could tho 
principlo of allowing Govornment to 
mako contracts, without submitting 
them to Parliament, bo defended, 
MOttpli A OMQ Of U9CQMity Wftg SllOVU. 



In -rie'w of tho incompleteness of the 
surveys, the commencement of tho 
railway could possibly bo loft over till 
next year, and, if so, why should not 
the contracts be submitted to Parlia- 
ment next session ? That there was 
no necessity for this bill was quite 
clear, for construction could not be 
connnencod till after the lino was 
thoroughly surveyed and located.

Political Dinner at Saauich. 

MR. BUNSTER, M. P., AMONG HIS 
CONSTITUENTS. 

Prairio Tavern, Saanioh, Tras the soeno 
■of great enjoyment on Saturday evening 
last, the occasion being a complimentary 
dinner givon to Hon. Arthur Bunstor, 
M-f P., by his constituents, as a mark of 
their satisfaction with his courBO at Otta- 
wa. About 50 guests sat down, and 
the long tables groaned bonoath the 
, weight of an abundance of good cheer 
provided by the host and hostess, Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Simpson. 

'J.D.Bryant, Esq., presided, and J. 
Mcllmoyl, Esq., J. P., filled the Vice 
Chair. On the right of the President 
sat the Guest of the Evening, and Wilson 
Brown, Esq., J. P.; on the loft, W. A. 
Robertson. Esq., and T. B. Humphreys, 
Esq., M. P. Ps. 

The following letter from VT. F. Tol- 
mie, Esq., M. P. P., was read amidst 
loud cheers: 

' CiiOVERDALU, Victoria District, ) 
May, Sth, 1875. f 
Te the Chairman of the Dinner to Hon. Ar- 
thur Bunsler, M. P. 

Bin: — I inuch regret being unable to 

■ ■ unite this evening, at the Prairio Tavern, 

with the geutlomen who are there to moot 
to do honor to our ablo and efficient re- 
presentative at ©ttawa, tho Hon. Arthur 
Bunstor. 

To tho gentlemen presont I would say, 
I will be with you in spirit, and very 
soon, when farm work is slacker, and I 
can get a team, I hope to bo around 
amongst you personally, prepared aj a 
- Justice of tho Peace to aid in the all im- 

■ portant and pressing work of Registra- 

Meanwhilo, I would say to all, Regis- 
ter! Register! Registor! 

My closing words to all aro, Let not 
your confidence fiil or in tho slightest 
degreo weaken in tho good faith towards 
onr Province of the Dominion Govern- 
ment; notwithstanding tho onhageous 
nonsense to bo heard daily on this sub- 
ject in the streots of Victoria, and to bo 
. read in the misleading columns of tho 
Standard newspaper.

The healths of "Tho Quoen." "The 
Prince of Wales and tho rest of tho Royal 
Family," and the "Governor-General" 
were drank with enthusiasm. 

The Vice President proposed the health 
of the guest of tho evening — Hon. Arthur 
Bbjjstbb — and complimentod him upon 
his manly and upright course in the 
House of Commons. Ho had displayed 
tact and ability and honesty of purposo in 
advocating tho in4erests of tho farmers of 
rthis Province in that Houso; had battlad 
ananfully for tho all-important interest — 
ithe Railway ; and if his ofl'orts had not 
met with a full measure of success it was 
no fault of his. (Cheers) . 

The toast was drank with three times 
three. 

Hon. Mr. Bunster. in rising to return 
thanks for the compliment paid him. 
thanked his constituents for tho way in 
which they li'au supported him; especially 
Mr. Robert Brown of North Saanich.whc 
bad furnished him witli that sack of 
tnheat (great laughter) with which ho had 
tackled the ablest man in tho Dominion 
(in tho opinion of some but not in his) 
tke Hon. Mr. Hiako— the greatest enemy 
this Provinco had in Canada. (Groat 
cheering.) Samples of that wheat had 
boon sent to bvery suction throughout 

■ Canada and soon it would bo sprouting 
in many fields (cheers). That tag of 
wheat was a standing advertisement for 
British Columbia (laughter) and many 
people hod come to him after they saw 

. the wheat and said thoy heard bad ac- 
counts of British Columbia. "Well," re- 
•■ pljed Mr. Bunster,"! heard bad accounts 
of California in 1810." (Groat chcoring.) 
Mr. Blake had called British Columbia 
an inhospitable country, and for that lie 
(Mr. Bunster) had Rttacked him, and, as 
many acknowledged, "got away with 
faim." (Laughter) . Ho asked his consti- 
tuents to help him next session witli sam- 
plos of wheat and other articles of farm 
produce. Tho samples would speak 
louder for British Columbia than he 
could (laughter and cheers.) When lie 
entered politics ho determined to main- 
tain his own self respect, and when ho 
failed to do that ho did not deserve to re- 
tain tho respect of his constituents. 

i Cheers.) Ho had battled on the iloor of 
ie House for the rights of tho mon who 
failed everything from tho soil (cheers.) 
Be behoved that Mr. Mackenzie intended 
to build tho Railway (cheers;) but he 
thought that he should have watched tho 
Senate more closoly. There was land 
enough to build tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway without running tho country in 
dobt a single dollar. Ho had told tho 
House this and ho believed ho had con- 
verted many in favor of tho Island Kail- 
way Bill.. (Hear.) Ho had submitted ft- 
. guroa to Parliament and had showed that 
the entire tax for building tho road would 
be only S'2 40 per head, lie had paid §2 50 
for a hook on the railroad and ho had 
learned from that book the history of the 
whole American Railway system. Tho 
people of this Province should have been 
asked to endorse any alteration of 'ho 
Railway Terms by this Government. 
(Cheers.) Ho did not approvo of any 
■elf-appointed delegate going to England 
to arrange new Terms. Tho people should 
hava appointed their own delegate [Pro- 
longed cheering. ] The people were the 
true soureo of power. One of the host 
constitutional lawyers of the Dominion 
bad told him that tho whole proceeding 
of the British Columbia Government re- 
specting tho Relaxed Terms was uncon- 
stitutional [hear.] Ho (Mr. Bunster) 
had built a brick brewery without a dol- 
lar—Canada, which has mAiiy dollars, can 
build that road. Tho boil, gentleman, 
after thanking tho company for tho ho- 
nor thoy had paid him, sat down amid 
loud cheering and "lie's a jolly good fol- 
low." 

Mr. Robert Brown, tho gentleman 
who grow that bag of wheat, was next 
■ailed on. Ho said that three years ago 
be sent a bag of his wheat to tho Hatuil 
ton, Canada Pair, and Received iu roturn 



a bag of prize whoat which ho had sowed 
and now intended to send a sample of its 
yield across to Mr. Blako by Mr. Bunster 
next winler to show how it had improved 
in this oliniate. (Laughter and cheers.) 
In conclusion ho proposod tho health of 
the North and South Saanioh Agricultur- 
al Society. 

Mr, Wru. Roay responded. He had 
often thought tho farmers would do well 
to meet more frequently together to 
watch tho course of political ovents and 
the signs of tho times. British Columbia 
was bleeding at every poro, and wo need- 
ed vigoroas action to crotrn labor with 
success and moke the firesido happy. 
(Hear.) Ho was glad to see so many pre- 
sent to do honor to Mr. Bunster, who had 
crossed "continents and seas to servo 
them and who had taken the bull by the 
horns and bearded tho lion in his don 
(cheers). Oh! yo political gods — The 
stone that tho buildora rojooted has be- 
como tho head of the column." [Great 
cheering. J 

Mr. R. Johns proposed the health of 
local members, Messrs. Tolmie and Rob- 
bertson, men of integrity and worth; al- 
though members of Her Majesty's Loyal 
Opposition, ho held that if wo had more 
of tuoir stamp in the Legislaturo the Pro- 
vince would bo more proaporons than it 
is at present [cheers], 

Mr. W. A. Robertson, in responding, 
said he felt that tho constituency appre- 
ciated his poor efforts in the Houso. Ho 
had triod to do his duty and if lie was 
was sent back to tho Houss ho would pur- 
sue the sarno courso again [cheersj. The 
constituency had the solemn pledgo of 
himself and his oolloaguo that thoy would 
oonsont to no relaxation of tho terms with- 
out an appeal to tho People. They had 
resisted the endorsement of thoso Terms 
by tho Houbo of Assembly, but they wore 
beaten by count of noses. Ho blamed 
the Local Government for not treating 
with Edgar and for advising that gontlo- 
men not to present his letter accrediting 
him to tho Lieut. -Governor. What was 
the reason they advised him thus? Be- 
cause they were afraid to face tho pooplo 
which they must havo dono if thoy had 
arranged now terms [cheers]. Ho [Mr. 
Robertson] oontanded that Mr. Macken- 
zie had approached this Government in a 
fair and honorable spirit and tho Govern- 
ment should have made a counter propo- 
sition [cheers]. The torms Walkem had 
brought back were not so good as those 
that Edgar offered. Mr. Walkem extend- 
ed the time of completion of the rail- 
road from ten to nineteen years, and in- 
stead of thou connecting with tho Canada 
Railway system tho road is only to con- 
nect with the American system of rail- 
roads. Mr. Walkem had put the new 
torms before the Houso and had had the 
audacity to tell them thera had been no 
alteration of the terms at all. [Oh!j Mr. 
Robertson next referred to the dry dook 
negotiations and to tho capitalization of 
the revenue of tho Provinco. If the Cana- 
dian Government carried out the new 
torms we should be all right in taking 
over the 8900,000; but if the Dominion 
Government did not carry out those 
terms we should bo forever in hor dobt 
and in her power if we took that money 
[cheers]. He favored first giving Mr, 
Mackenzie timo to carry out his now 
agreement and if ho failed it would then 
be time ' enough to abuse him. 
Mr. Robertson accused the Local Gov- 
ernment of having treated the district in 
a scurvy manner in tho Estimates. 

The Vice President and two others 
of the company here objected to local 
matters being discussed. 

After somo confusion the chairman ask 
ed if the company wished to hear Mr. 
Robertson. 

Tho company decided, by a voto of 45 
to 9 that they would hear Mr. Robertson, 
who proceeded to show that tho district 
was cut off with 80500 because the mem- 
bers for tho district had opposed tho Gov- 
ernment [hear]. Now, if he had to givo 
a servile support to a Government for 
what ho could get out of it he did not 
wish to go back again. He and his col- 
leagues in rosponse to tho wishes of the 
eleotors had askod a largo sum of money 
for their district, but had ruceivod tho 
miserable sum already mentioned. Tho 
expenditures of the Govornment were 
based on tho amount of support thoy got 
in tho House. Ho showed that tho Gov- 
ernment had given out $23,000 for public 
improvements to Victoria touters and 
supporters of tho Govornment without 
asking any Under* [eheors|. Tho Gov- 
ernment had choked off the Modified Tariff 
which was introduced by Hon. Mr. 
Humphreys on the very first day of tho 
session. When Mr. Walkem was negotia- 
ting good terms ho should havo negotiat- 
ed a Modified Tariff [hoarj. After fiomo 
further vigorous remarks Mr. Robertson 
sat down amid loud cheering. 

Hon. T. B, Humphreys was next called 
upon and made a few happy remarks 
upon the political situation and congratu- 
lated tho district on their Federal and 
local members. 

"The Press" was responded to by Mr. 
Higgins of Tan Colonist, and tho plea- 
sant gathering soon afterwards broke up.

Railway On Drrs. — Mr. Marcus Smith 
with a surveying party leaves to-day for 
British Columbia. This is tho last de- 
tachment for that Province, tho other 
two having already gone; all will, hov - 
ever, bo under tho general superinten- 
dence of Mr. Smith. It is also stated 
that henceforth bis staff will remain ;n 
British Columbia during tho winter, and 
not return to Ottfiwa as heretofore. An- 
other paper says: Mr. Marcus Smith, 
with a la-go staff, will leave hero in the 
course of next week for British Colum- 
bia to locate tho position of the Pacific 
Railway from tho Rocky Mountains to 
tho Pacific Coast. Ho will be employed 
chielly in tho Rooky Mourtaina. Sup- 
ples will bo carried by ho'ses from Vic- 
toria, fov which purpose some throo or 
four hundred horses will bo required. 
Other parties a;e also boing organized 
to prosecute location surveys, but details 
aro not yet settled. Mr. Barnard, con- 
tractor for tho erection of tho telograph 
line from Edmonton to tho Pacific, has 
boon ordered to suspend 6porations until 
the road is finally locatod, so that the:e 
will be no possibility of his erecting tho 
telegraph lino otherwise than ou tho pro- 
per route. (Ottawa Dispatch). 

The Rejected Bill. — The oditor of 
Montreal Herald, Senator Penny, thus 
discourses in his journal: "Wo notiae 
that our contemporary, tho Toronto Mail, 
whoso endor.vors in the past seemed to 
have been directod towards inducing the 
people of British Columbia to believe 
that thoy could obtain tho terms, the 
whole terms and nothing but the terms, 
which had been agreed upon with Sir 
John Macdonald, and whioh sines 
that period supported Mr. Walkem in 
his mission to tho foot of the Throne, 
congratulates tho Senate upon getting 
rid of the Esquimalt Railway Bill. If 
any paper, or any set of m»n, over aided 
a Province in the attempt to drive tho 
hardest possible bargain between it and 
the Dominion, assuredly it is tho Mail, 
thoso who direct it, and thoso whose 
views are govoreed by it. Their desire 
was, manifestly, to embarrass the Gov- 
ernment, and now that they think they 
have succooded, thoy aro jnbilant. For 
inconsistency and instability, except 
whore party ends aro to bo subsorved, 
thoy are unexcelled." 

Duty on Fresh Salmon.— In the House 
of Commons Hon. Mr. Mitchell said he 
had received a letter from a merchant 
in Now Brunswick stating that it was re- 
ported in that Province that the United 
States Government had imposed a duty 
of \y, cents per pound on salmon im- 
ported from Canada. Ho wished to know 
from the First Minister if ho was aware 
that any such chango had boon made in 
tho tari'ff. Hon. Mr. Mackenzie thought 
thero must bo some mistake It must 
be tho duty of 1Y, conta per can on cann- 
ed lobsters. Ho was not awaro that any 
sudh chango as had boon roferred to had 
been made in tho tariff of the United 
States.

[Concluded from rirfl r»gn.] 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald, of British 
Columbia, said the remark of tho Bri- 
tish Columbia Minister, read by the 
hon. gentleman from Cumberland 
(Mr. Dickey) with I reference to that 
Provinco having accepted no new 
tonus, and tho old torms with Canada 
remaining intact, with made for a po- 
litical purpose; that British Columbia 
had consented to the recent terms was 
quite clear; she had placed tho whole 
matter in the hands of Lord Carnar- 
von for arbitration, as his letter to 
Lord Dufferin, dated Kith August, 
showed. Ever since, British Colum- 
bia considered herself bound by tho 
terms agreed on with the Government 
of Canada. Tho sum mentioned was 
to bo spent within that Province when 
the surveys wero completed, and not 
before. They might bo finished by 
July or August next, but if this bill 
should not pass tho Government 
would not have power to carry on the 
work. Probably not more than $250,- 
(J0U could be spent on the Vancouver 
Island Railway this year in construc- 
tion, though a good deal might be ex- 
pended in the purchase of rails. Bri- 
tish Columbia was not unreasonable 
in this matter. So long as reasonable 
progress was mode with tho work she 
would bo content. 

Hon. Mr. Head in approaching this 
question would only review the com- 
mercial aspect, as tho political had 
been very fully ^rono into by other 
hon. gentlemen who preceded him, 
What were we asked to do for extend- 
ing tho timo for constructing the Fa- 
cilic Railway? It was simply this: 
Tho Government had agreed in reality 
to build n line of railway from Vic- 
torio to Nanuiino, on Vancouver Is- 
land, which by water is said to be 
miles, but by the sinuosity of the coast 
may be 85 miles, and this alongside 
Llio best water communication in the 
world every day of the year, tis there 
ts no frost in that country to interfere 
as with this; and, moreover, this can 
never be n portion of the Pacific .Rail- 
way without this country is prepared 
to forego every other improvement to 
[inish a useless and exceedingly ex- 
pensive, oven if it could bo done at 
once, which I havo very great doubts. 
Wo could build tho road along the is- 
land, which is nearly 200 miles long, 
to tho place where there is some pro- 
bability of crossing from island to is- 
land by spans of bridges and tunnel- 
ling through the mountains. Tho 
coot would bo something enormous to 
contomplate. Thoio would bo hence 



to bo built seven spans, varjing, by 
Mr. Fleming's report, from G-10 feet to 
1,375 feet, with a tide running from 
four to eight miles per hour; and the 
depth of tho water, by the Admiralty 
charts; something enormous, so that it 
would bo impossible to put down 
piers. Now, just fancy a span of a 
bridge 1,300 feet or more, and seven 
o': them. That of itself is enough to 
preclude its construction, all this work 
being unnecessary, ns there is plenty 
of opportunity of reaching tho main- 
land with ships of any draught of 
water, and easy of access. Tho noxt 
question is, What is this road for, and 
what trade will spring up from it when 
constructed? Tho whole country 
through which it passes is mountain- 
ous and barren, but thoro aro some 
coal mines at Nanuiino. From Mr. 
Langevm's report in 1872, who visited 
that country, wo find that about $120,- 

000 worth per year wero shipped from 
all British Columbia, mostly to the 
United States. Theso mines aro near 
the water so that the railroad would 
not assist that trade, and tho timber 
trade, if there is any, is not assisted. 
Indeed I cannot seo nor has any one 
explained what the road is expected to 
do wten completed. 

Of the whole export trado of tho 
amount to $2,000,000, one million is 
in gold, $310,000 fur, $300,000 coals, 
tho rest iish, etc., etc., this is the trade 
of last year of the whole of British 
Columbia. What is this road to cost 
is the next question, say Go miles at 
$60,000 per mile, amounts to $3,900,- 
000. It may bo said that is too high 
a figure, it might be .so but from ox- 
perience we know that roads on the 
Pacific Coast have cost very much 
more than that, and when we consider 
the rate of wages in that country it is 
not too much and it will be so found. 
The rate of wage?? taken from Hon. Mr. 
Langevin's report for labourers is $1.75 
to §2.00 per day and every other thing 
in proportion. Now, how is the rail- 
road to accommodate less than six 
thousand people? The last census re- 
port says there aro 5.059 souls, and 
for theso wo are to build a railway 
costing about $4,000,000, an expendi- 
ture per head of over $1150, taking 
tho number of voters that voted at tho 
last election and there was a severe 
contest, three candidates of the Van- 
couver District, the number of votes 
polled was 55li; then for Victoria, the 
Capital, we find there was four candi- 
dates, the number of votes was 059, so 
that for each voter the expenditure 
will be about $2,000, or twenty-six 
hundred dollars. The whole scheme 
is absurd, and should not bo carried 
out. It is true they havo a fine cli- 
mate, but there are no people excopt 
Indians. Tho census report only gives 
a little over ten thousand Chinese and 
all in British Columbia. In looking at 
tho trad o,I findtheybuy about$90,000 
of horses and cattle per year; $220,000 
of hay, straw, eggs, butter, wheat flour, 
lard, &c. ; about $40,000 tea and cof- 
fee. There being no manufactories, 
they buy their machines, and lastyear 
thoy purchased $2,018 of mowing, 
reaping, and threshing machines, and 
$2,021! of playing cards — this will give 
us some idea of the habits of tho peo- 
ple, and the business thoy aro engag- 
ed in. While I feel wo must do every- 
thing reasonable to satisfy British 
Columbia, wo must not make ourselves 
ridiculous. While I am in favour, and 

1 believe this country has the ability 
to construct a Pacific Railway in a 
reasonable time, I am not prepared to 
fritter away these vast sums of money 
on totally useless undertakings. Let 
tho Government make an exhaustive 
survey of the country (which they are 
doing as fast ns can bo done), then 
select tho proper place for the termin- 
us, and go to work with no uncertain 
sound to construct a railway from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and they shall 
have my hearty support; but why 
spend our means on useless piecesand 
leave the main lino untouched is more 
than I can comprehend, without it is 
to do something contrary to tho late 
Government policy, which was the 
only feasible one. However, I am- 
free to admit I am not much surprised 
as there is not the talent in this Gov- 
ernment necessary to make a nation. 
Well might a writer in the "Nation" 
say, who is supposed to be Goldwin 
Smith, as he was interested in that 
paper, that tho Pacific Scandal spoil- 
ed a statesman, and raised up an- 
other in his stead who never could 
bo ono. This government, to my mind, 
is an incapable one — I said so last session 
and I have moro reason to say so this. 
Erery move they make fully eonrinoes 
mo that 1 am right in tho opinion I hold, 
that they havo not either tho honesty .or 
tho ability necessary for tho situation. 
However, I hope this House will resist 
this measure, and nave tho country this 
unnecessary outlay merely for hush 
money, as tho original terms of Union will 
havo to be curried out besides. The 
Premier of British Columbia, a few days 
since, stated in his place in "Parliament 
that there was no relaxation of tho terms, 
only a little extension of time, for which 
wo aro to throw away about $4,000,000, 
and do them little or no good. The thing 
is too wild and should be defoatod. If 
it could possibly do any good more than 
the spending tho money iu their midst, 
wo might consider it, but llio road being 
built thoro could not bo enough work for 
a train a month over tho road. I do not 
object to spending mouoy on. tho Pacific 
slope, uiion a railway running oast, and 
will bo quite prepared that tho govern- 
ment should proceed vigorously with the 
work in that direction, as that will bo in 
keeping with tho spirit of Canada, which 
is ultimately to construct an all rail route 
from the Pacific to tho Atlantic. But this 
Vancouver Island Railway it not needed, 
and will cost a very large sum; this with 
tho Georgian Bay branch, the Pembina 
branch, the Thunder Pay branch, alto- 
gether costing about twenty millions of 
dollars, and then we are not a mile on the 
way to tho Pacific by un all rail route. 
In view of tho circumstances I do think 
it timo to pause before wo uro ruined iu 
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almost useless work. I therefore havo 
great pleasureJn supporting Iho amend- 
ment lor the fEree mouths hoist (cheers) . 

Hon. Mr. Lotellior do St. Just said tho 
hill now boforo tho Houso had been ac- 
cepted by the Commons as one of thoso 
neooBsities bequeathed this Government 
by their predecessors. When British 
Columbia was annexed to this Dominion 
it was found necessary to enter into a 
treaty by which we bound ourselves 
w.thin a certain time to build a railroad 
from tho Pacific to connect with the rail- 
way linos of tho Dominion. But tho works 
weie not proceeded with according to 
agreement and the bargain was not kept 
with Bntish Columbia. Then that pro v- 
ince hud somo reason to complain that 
wo had not carried out our part of the 
obligations Thoy brought their caso 
before Lord Carnarvon, as tho British 
Government had boon a party to tho treaty 
and thoy complained thoy had not been 
fairly treated by Canada. In accordance 
with tho noble Lord wo took into con- 
sideration the strong claims of British 
Columbia, and this bill was the result of 
tho compromise that had boon effected.

nisnsuK ARM ROUTE. 

There ie another passable ronto, st&rtin" from the 
same quarter, Fori Oeorge, aud reaching tide waters 
on the north branch of the Bojltinck Arm which 
would ba nearly the samo distance to"th« ocean from 
Fort Oeorge, but which It would reach considerably 
s-iuLh of Gardner Inlet, nnd wnu h, therefore would 
be less favorable for the China trade. 

TRASH! VALLKr SOUTH AI1AND.NKD. 

Wo believe we are correct iu stating that th. Gov- 
eminent have definitely abandoned the Lower Fraser 
Vallsy route, and also route No.t. from Tete Jaun. 
Cachu to ita junction with No. C route, mar Tatlah 
Lake; and we understand that instructions haTobeen 
sent to tne engineering force to locate the lino from 
Tote Jaune Caahe down the valley of tho Upper Fra- 
aer to fort George, and .hat remarkably ea«y grades 
have been found on the whole distance of 'Ml miles 
where the line follows this river, while tho river it- 
self Is navigable for ordinary eteamars nearly tiliis 
whole iliatanoa, thereby affording groat facilities for 
construction purposes. 

KXPLO RATIONS TO nn MADE. 

A portion of tho country between BlacJ; Hirer, men- 
tioned above, and Tatla Uake has yot to bo carefully 
surveyad, as well as another approach to Buto Inlet; 
and further surveys will fee conducted towards Ben- 
tiucB Arm and Gardner Inlet during the ensuing sum- 
mer In order to detarmina tho exact mont.i of these, 
northern routes as to grades and com! of construc- 
tion. 

A parly was despat-hed last fall to ascend the 
north branch of the Fraser to ascertain if a pass ei. 
istrd in the Bocky Mountains between the head waters 
»f the Fraser and Smoky Rl »or, which Hows north- 
eastward from the mountains, li a more favourable 
route should be found on this branch of the Fraser. 
it is possible that the line may be diverted a littu". 
further north to avail of this passage. No exact tid- 

mati rial difference in the work, though' Vho dSstauce 
would perhaps be somo 30 miles less than that now 
measured by the Jasper House Pass. 

THE KAHAQIO AND ESQUIMAU BRANCH . 

On the 7th of Juno, 1873, the late ■'Administration 
passed an Order iu Council adopting Esquimalt an 
th.: Western terminus cf the road, thus necessitat- 
ing the building of at least 200 miles from th u 
bead of Bute Inlet, which the policy of the present 
Government will save, as they have declined to do 
moro than simply reach tide waters. 1C0 of this 22U 
miles would be by far the nitut expensive of the en- 
tire line, and would co„t, with the bridges at the Nar- 
rows, at least eleven millions of dollars. 

The Government, in order to Becuro a settlement 
with British Columbia, agreed to build that part of 
this section from Esquimalt lo Nanaimo (65 miles), 
obtaining, however, a quantity of laud, equal to 
twenty miles ou each sole. This portion being eo-n- 
paratirsly easy of Construction, tho cost would not 
eice.d one million with the land. We fesr the. action 
of the Senate disturbed as favorable a settlement as 
could possibly !)• obtained. Messrs. Campbell nnd 
Aiklns actually voting, for party purposes, against 
building Co miles whi roth, y hod, as Ministers, agreed 
to build 2201 

COST of oontiuOti made. 
Tho progress of the work may falrlybe indicated by 
the contracts entereS into. Hteol raili for 550 miles 
have boon purchased, deliverable in Canada, at a cost 
ol 12,063,550.

(1I1ICAT iMMIltllATlON SCHEME. 

We hope next year to see n schema organized for 
rapidly peopling our r,ro»t pr .rii region in connection 
with th. construction of the railway. The buildlna 
of this national highway will then proceed paiu PAiatl 
with the sctiloment of the country. The Government 
will be in this way enabled to maintain their resolu- 
tion not to Inereaso the laxat ion of the country to any 
appreciable extent; as the rapid increase of population 
will widen tho basis of taxation, and the new fields 
opened up will provide for a greatly Increased trado 
■within our own borders, as well as givo us Increasing 
Influence abroad.
